SPECIALIST DISCUSSES JAPAN'S MILITARIZATION, TERRITORIAL QUESTION

[Interview with Igor' Aleksandrovich Latyshev, professor, doctor of 
historical sciences and head of the department of Japan of the Institute of Oriental 


Studies of the USSR Academy of Sciences by journalist Nikolay Losinskiy: "What Is 
Tokyo Depending on?"] 


[Excerpts] Journalist Nikolay Losinksiy discusses the pro. lems 
of modern Japan and Soviet-Japanese relationships with pro- 


fessor, doctor of historical sciences, and head of the depart- 
ment of Japan of the Institute of Oriental Studies of the USSR 
Academy of Sciences Igor’ Aleksandrovich Latyshev. 


[Question] Igor" Aleksandrovich, you are known as a specialist in the problems of 
modern Japan. Your work "Liberal'no-demokraticheskaya partiya Yaponii" [Liberal- 
Democratic Party of Japan] has received a broad response in our country and abroad. 
You are also known as a journalist. In 1957-1963 you were PRAVDA's first corres- 
pondent in Tokyo after the restoration of diplomatic relationships between the USSR 
and Japan. Recently, in 1979, vou completed yet another 6-year tour in Japan, 

again as an in-house correspondent for PRAVDA. What are the features of modern Japan 
and its development that you primarily noticed? 


[Answer] Japan invariably attracts the attention of both Soviet and foreign 
scientists. This refers especially to the country's economy. In my opinion, it is 
a brilliant exairple of che correctness of the Leninist conclusion regarding the 
nonuniform develcpment of the capitalist countries in the epoch of imperialism. In 
the last two decades, Japan has emerged in the capitalist world as the second largest 
in gross national producc. It has surpassed the United States in a number of lead- 
ing sectors of the economy. It is no accident that the American economists are 
makiug greater studies of the Japanese experience. 


But in this case the precariousness, internal weakness and vulnerability of the 
economy which mainly exists on imported raw materials and fuel is striking. 


The vulnerability of the Japanese economy is manifest in its special sensitivity 
to fluctuations in the competition on the world capitalist market. In the 1970's, 
Japan survived severe times whose consequences are felt even today. 

















[Question] Thestate-monopolistic capital of Japan sees an increase in foreign 
economic expansion as one of the me as of overcoming difficulties. But other 
developed countries of the West are also striving to break out of the clutches of 
the crisis through competition. Military terminology has been used more often 
recently to characterize the economic relationships between the leading capitalist 
countries and groups. More accusations of agressiveness are made against Tokyc. 


[Answer] The interrelationships between Japan and the Unitec States and the 
countries of Western Europe have an inherent internal contradiction. There is 
evidence of a sort of convergence process, a joining of monopolies. Japanese 
businessmen are ‘ying more stock in American and West European companies. There 
are more frequent cases of mergers of Japanese firms and firms of the United States 
and West Furope and construction by Japanese companies of their enterprises on 

the territories of other countries. The scales of commercial activity of Japanese 
firms in these countries have expanded. 


But in recent years an aggravation of the "trade war" has been acutely felt between 
the Japanese, American and West European businessmen. Owners of American auto- 
motive, metallurgical, radio engineering and other firms have demanded that the 
U.S. government introduce protectionist restrictions on the importing of Japanese 
cars, foundry items, as well as color televisions ind other household equipmen’ 

into the United States. These same demands are being made of the authorities and 
administrations of the Common Market by the industrial countries of West Europe. 
They are being damaged by the influx of inexpensive and good-quality Japanese goods. 
At the same time the U.S. agricultural circles are deeply dissatisfied with the 
protectionist policy of Tokyo which Limits imports of a numberof food products into 
the country. The chronic misalignments in the trade balance of these countries with 
Japan, as well as the monetary-financial confusion associated with the gradual 

drop in the value of the dollar and the corresponding rise in the value of the yen 
have complicated relations with the United States and Common Market countries. 


[Question] All of this leaves an impression on the interstate relationships as a 
whole. 


[Answer] The leaders of the Western countries are trying in every way to suppress 
these contradictions. But they exist objectively and make themselves known. For 
example, a source of serious disag:: «ments is the descrepancies in the position of 
Japan and the United States in relation to the countries of the Near and Middle 
East, and in particular, towards Iran where the Japanese monopolies are concaucting 
their own economic policy which often is a. 'oggerheads with the interests cf 
Washington. For example, Tokyo maintains diplomatic contacts not only with Teheran, 
but also with those who are fighting for the liberation of Palestine. 


All of this turns the relations between Japan and the United States and the West 
European cc'ntries into a complex knot of mutual interests and contradictions. 
And it is no accident that this knot has nut been successfully undone even partially. 


[Question] Reiationships with China historically occupy a special plece in te 
foreign policy interests of Japan. You were a witness to the “China boom" t! .t 
charged Japan. Its culmination was the 1978 sign’ng of an “agreement on peace and 
friendship." What are Sino-Japanese relationships now? It seems that Peking is 
placing great hopes on economic cooperation with Tokyo, and also on drawing Japan 
into the network of antiSoviet foreign policy. 
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[Answer] Three years ago, when Tokyo was preparing to sign this agreement, many 
representatives of business circles were prone to see a certain unbounded sphere of 
enterprise in China. Some firws in this case placed great hopes on the development 
of Chinese oil, wothers on delivering products of their machine construction enter- 
prises, and others on scientific and technical cooperation in building different 

new enterprises. Today, however, many of these enthusiasts of Japanese-Chinese 
cooperation are disillusioned. The reasons are the limited potentialities of the 
Chinese economy and the lack of sequence in the behavior of the Peking authorities. 
The reserves ot Chinese oil were not so great as previously assumed and its quality 
is very low. It is now already clear that its deliveries to Japan cannot be brought 
either to 30 or even to 15 million tons as both sides counted on quite recently. 

The maximum volume hardly is slightly greater than the current level, 8 million tons 
per year. 


Moreover, in recent months the Chir se authorities abandoned the previously con- 
cluded contracts for deliverying Jepanese industrial equipment to China because of 
the review of the program of economic “modernization" and conservation of a number 
of construction facilities, including the Baoshan metallurgical kombinat. Quite 
recently its construction was depicted as a symbol of the success of business 
cooperation of the two countries. 


The Japanese are also not happy about the activity of Peking in the countries of 
Southeast Asia. No matter what the diplomats of both countries say, the interests 
of Japan and China cbiectively conflict in ths region of the world more as the 
Japanese monopolies and Peking hegemonists penetrate there more intensively. The 
unceremonia! military intrusion of Pekiag into Vietnamese territories in the spring 
of 1979 caused deep concern in the Japanese public. 


At the same time it is impossible not to note that the ruling circles in Japan, as 
stated at the 26th CPSU Congress "play into the hands" of the dangerous plans of 
Peking. This essentially can mean support of those military preparations that 
Peking is undertaking under the flag of struggling against so-called "hegemonism." 


[Question] Reccatly the world press has discussed questions associated with the re- 
arming of Japan. Many observers agree that the course towards militarization is 
an already defined policy trend in Tokyo. 


[Answer] The rvling circlesof Japan calm the peace-loving public with announcements 
that today's active peaceful constitution of the country effectively prevents the 
revival of militarism, and that the increase in military might is following 

purely defen.e goais and has a limited nature. But Japan is acting today not as 

an isolated :ilitary force, but as the military ally of the United States. According 
to the Japanese-American “treaty on safety" there are U.S. military contingents 

on the Japanes: territory. They numb.r over 40,000 people. Bombing aviation, 
combat ships ind marines are located here. The strategy developed by both sides 
provides for direct participetion of the Japanese “self-defense forces", as they 
prefer to cali the army, in the military operations of the United States in the 

Far East. 


[Question] Tokyo loves to quote that they have a small army, only 260,000 people, 
and that the military expenditures are modest as compared, for example, to the 
NATO countries, only about 1% in relation to the gross national product. 











} 
|Auswer |} in their combat might, these torces even now are among the seven 


strongest armies in the world. The military expenditures of Japan look equally 
comparatively Limited only when they are compared with the gross national product 
(GNP). But in GNP, Japan is only second to the United States in the capitalist 
world. Therefore in absolute numbers its military expenditures even now are very 
high. In tne 1981 budget vear it will be 2400 billion yen. 


Wwe add to this that the ruling circles of Japan are striving to rehabilitate the 
past criminal ventures of the military clique that plunged the world in a union 
with Hitler's Germany into the flames of World War II. The course to a revival of 
the militarist spirit of the past is receiving more blatant support from the 
peliticians of the ruling Liberal-democratic party which supports a review of the 
peaceful constitution, introduction of universal draft in the country, and adoption 
by the parliament of laws which permit the military circles to suppress the 
democratic, peace-loving forces in the country. 


[Question] What is stimulating the authorities in Tokyo to revive the militarist 
policy which in its time resulted in catastropne? 


[Answec|} One of the moving stimuli of this course is hidden in the striving of 
certain monopolies to line their pockets in the production of weapons. 

Beginning last year, because of the overall deterioration in competition on the 
world capitalist market, the business world required an increase in the military 
budget allocations and expansion in the military orders of the government. The 
interests of the weapons manufacturers coincide with with intentions of the leader- 
ship of the National Defense Administration of Japan (this administration fulfills 
the function of the military ministry) which is trying to secure for itself more 
budget allocations as possibie, and at the same time to elevate its role in state 
matters and political life. Certain leaders of the ruling liberal-democratic party 
which Link the policy of increasing the military potential with the course of 
exaggerating the nationalist, monarchical moods display the same interest. They 
see in this favorable conditions for strengthening the extant state structure and 
the power of the conservatives. 


The rearmament policy is determined, however, not only by economic and intra- 
political calculations. It also has definite external goals. Its proponents do 
not hide, for example, that their main goal is to “strengthen” the economic might 
of the military, and on this basis to increase Japan's political influence in the 
rar East and in the entire world. 


[Question[ In pushing the country on the path of rearmament, Tokyo is exploiting 
the myth of the “Soviet military threat." The leadership of the National Defense 
Administrations is stubbornly spreading it. For example, che chief of the depart- 
ment of the military, Zezi Omura did not miss the chance to discuss this topic. 
We should especially note the unseemly role in this campaign of the Japanese press. 
Apparently, in addition to everything else, they are trying to train the population 
to think that this imaginary threat may only be averted by strengthening the 
"country's defense” and augmenting the power of its armed forces. 


[Answer] The most important feature of the arms policy is that it is conducted 
juite definitely in calculation for military confrontation with our country. ccor- 
ding to the military strategic plans of the command for the "self-defense forces," 
the Soviet Union is the only potential enemy in case of war. The combat studies of 
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the armed forces and their current dislocation are based on this premise. We, the 
Soviet people, may not and must not forget this feature of the arms policy of Japan. 


The U.S. ruling circles also persistently require the increased military potential 
of Japan. The positions of the sides in this question do not always coincide: 
recently the Americans have expressed dissatisfaction with the “too slow” rates of 
rearming of their ally, as well as Japan's lack of a desire to take a greater por- 
tion of che expenditures for those military preparations that the Pentagon is 
conducting in Asia and in the Pacific Ocean. 


However, the sensible antimilitarist forces also have a definite effect on the 
State policy. These forces also exist in the ruling liberal-democratic party. In 
the business world, the inf_uential groups oi businessmen see a danger in a too 
rapid arms race. They oppose transferring the economy to military production. The 
democratic forces in the form of the communist and socialist parties, worker trade 
unions and pacifist public organizations also persistently oppose the policy of 
militarization. Each step of the froponents of arms in such circumstances is 
associated with exacerbation of the political situation and dangers of governmental 
crises. It is therefore impossible to say that the armament course is an already 
predetermined course. The struggle continues, and it is still not known who will 
have the upper hand in this struggle, the arms proponents or its opponents. 


[Question] How do you evaluate the plans for creating the so-called "Pacific Ocean 
Community’ which have recently been discussed both in Japan and in other countries 
of the Pacific Ocean basin, including the United States? 


[Answer] The idea of creating a certain community of Pacific Ocean countries is 

not yet clear. Some proponents of the idea see this suggested community as an 
interstate system of regulating economic ties that are spontaneously formed between 
individual regions and countries of the Pacific Ocean basin. But, when the question 
is raised in this manner, there are no grounds to refer to this prejudice. However, 
the statements of certain state leaders of Japan and other countries indicate their 
intention to ignore the Soviet Union as a great Pacific Ocean power and to create a 
“Pacific Ocean community” as a certain counterweight to our country. Individual 
policies are prone to interpret the "Pacific Jcean community” not so much as an 
economic as a wilitary alliance directed against our country. This naturally forces 
us to be cautious. The interests of the peoples that populate the Pacific Ocean 
basin require diplomatic searches aimed at strengthening the multilateral business- 
like cooperation and peace in this region of the earth, and not alliances aimed at 
intensifying the confrontation between certain groups of countries. 


[Question! The ruling circles and propaganda under the flag of unsubstantiated and 
illegal territorial requirements of the Soviet Union have evolved a militaristic 
revanchist campaign. The situation has reached a point where the government pro- 
claimed 7 February as the “day of northern territories." This is the name Tokyo 
gives to the lands belonging to the Soviet Union that the revanchists have-their eye 
on. The initiators of this provocational step assert demogogical’y that they are 
doing so for the sake of strengthening “friendly relationships" between the two 
countries. Is it really not clear to the initiators of this campaign that the course 
which advances these requirements has no future and will only result in a deterio- 
ration of the Soviet-Japanese relations? 

















(Answer | There is no “unity” among those who are making illegal territorial 
claims against the Soviet Union. Some are claiming “only” the southern islands of 
the Kuril archipelago, including Kunashir, Iturup and the islands of the small 
Kuril chain (Shpanberg Island the Ploskiye Islands). Others have eyes on all the 
Kuril Islands, and some of the ultraright want Sakhalin Island. But the revanchist 
essence of these claims is the same. The governmental circles are the main ini- 
tiators of the campaign. The current cabinet headed by Zenko Suzuki is especially 
zealous in intentially propagating among the population of the country hos- 

tility to the Soviet Union. Falsifying history, Tokyo attempts to convince the 
gullible people that the Kuril Islands are “truly Japanese land." 


B.t this is false. The Soviet Kurils which the Japanese diplomats and politicians 
lay claims to, were discovered and inhabited by our compatriots back in the 18th 
century and for this reason alone cannot be considered "truly Japanese land." ‘ihe 
spread of Japanese control to them in the 19th century was a completely unjustified 
historical injustice. Japanese militarists have used these islanus many times as 

a platform for agression against our country, and not only against our country. The 
Kuril Islands, for example, became the trampoline for the unexpected attack on 

Pearl Harbor in December 1941. 


[Question] The fact that Kuril and South Sakhalin belong to the Soviet Union has 
veen confirmed by a number of ‘nternational agreements which at the time were not 
challenged by Tokyo. 


[Answer] After the military rout of the Japanese militarists by the allied powers, 
the Kuril Islands became part of the Japanese agreement concluded between the Soviet 
Union, the United States, and England in February 1945. The repudiation by Japan 

of these islands was recorded in a separate San Francisco peace treaty that was 
signed by Japan, the United States and a number of other countries in 1951. Accor- 
ding to the instructions of the Japanese government itself that were issued after 
capitulation, all the Japanese citizens who formerly lived on the Kuril Islands were 
repatriated to their homeland on the same grounds as the Japanese living in Korea, 
China and other countries exposed to the aggression of the Japanese militarists. All 
of this indicates that both the government and leaders of the ruling liberal- 
democratic party, like all those who are familiar with the history of Russo-Japanese 
and Soviet-Japanese relations, cannot help but understand the groundlessness and 
fruitlessness of the territorial claims on the Sovict Union. All of this fuss 

has been started to raise a wave of antiSoviet, nationalistic feelings in the country 
and to strengthen the influerce of the militarist, monarchical forces on this wave. 


[t is unfortunate that the parties of the parliamentary opposition were drawn into 
the campaign. They were not able to withstand the onslaught of conservative, nation- 
slistic forces and were led by them. 


As for the osition of the Soviet Union, it is of the utmost clarity: there can be 
no discussion of a review of the boundaries formed between our countries as a result 
of the military rout of Japanese militarism. The Kuril Islands are an integral 

part of the Soviet territory. They are inhabited by Soviet people who are leading 

a peaceful life there. The Soviet government has repeatedly stressed the illegality 
and fruitlessness of attempts to impose a discussion of the long resolved, non- 
existent and artificially created “territorial question." These attempts are only 
capable of complicating the interrelationships of both countries. 




















The attempts of Tokyo to link the territorial claims against the Soviet Union 

with the question of the Soviet-Japanese peace treaty that until now has not been 
concluded exclusively because of the obstacles created by the Japanese side are also 
illegal. in the statement of the USSR Ministry of Foreign Affairs made on 16 Febru- 
ary 191 to the Japanese ambassador to Moscow, T. Uomoto, mention is made of the 
premed.tated attempt of the Japanese ruling circles to constrict the potentialities 
for attaining mutually acceptable agreemnt on questions of concluding the peace 
treaty. It expresses the quite substantiated doubt that the Japanese side really 
wants to lay a strong treaty foundation wider our relationship. 


fQuestion] A stagnation was noted in the development of relations between the two 
countries in the sphere of trade and in the sphere of state, political and social 
contacts in the last year as a result of the activation of the opponents to the 
Soviet-Japanese neighborly relations. 


[Answer] The most militant groups in the ruling camp, the advocates of the anti- 
Soviet policy by their actions are inflicting great damage to both the enterprising 
circles who are interested in business cooperation with the Soviet Union, and the 
broad layers of of the population who have shown an interest in cultural, scientific, 
athletic, social and other contacts with our country. It is clear from the press 
reports that the business circles are expressing greater fears that the course for 
freezing state, business, cultural and other contacts with the USSR that has been 
conducted by the Japanese government for the past 1.5 years will result in a loss 

of profitable Soviet orders and will begin to have a negative effect on the business 
of the firms who are interested in developing the trade turnover. But it is 
remarkable that despite the intrigues of our country's enemies, 2 movement for 
friendship with the Soviet Union continues to evolve in Japan. 


[Question] Can we hope that today's complications in Soviet-Japanese relations 

will be overcome, that common sense and a sensible consideration for Japanese 
national interests will dominate in the Japanese political world, and that the 
Japanese ruling circles will correctly understand the course of neighborly relations 
that is steadfastly followed by the Soviet Union? 


[Answer] As for our country, as stressed in the mentioned statement of ihe USSR 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, the Soviet Union “was and remains a proponent of placing 
a strong treaty basis under Soviet-Japanese relations." This was the basis for the 
Soviet Union's presentation for examination by the Japanese side 4 years ago of a 
suggestion for concluding a treaty on neighborly relations and cooperation between 
the two countries. The suggestion has not yet had a positive response in the 
Japanese governmental circles. Increasing hostility towards our country is a short- 
sighted and fruitless policy. The sooner the Japanese government abandons it, the 
easier it will be to search for ways to eliminate the disagreements. 


Our position was made clear at the 26th CPSU Congress: "The USSR as before is for 
strong, and really good neighborly relations with Japan."

PASKAR ON FARM PROGRAM: MORE INDEP’”NDENCE, FLEXIBILITY FOR MANAGERS

{(Text] The Soviet economy's increased scope, more complex infrastructure and in- 
terbranch ties in the 80s have necessitated a new approach to the management of 
agriculture, above all in the key area of statewide planning. What is its essence? 
First Vice-Chairman of the USSR State Planning Committee Pyotr Paskar answers this 
question. He is directly responsible for development planning for all sectors of 
the country's agroindustrial complex. 


A whole system of measures set out in the Party-government decree on planning and 
the economic stimulation of farm production and procurement is now being given ef- 
fect. I want to stress that, first, all these measures should be regarded as an 
important component of the national food program. Second, their sphere of influ- 
ence covers not only state farms, but also collective farms and inter-farm enter- 
prises and associations because our current system of organising farm production 
allows their combiring into a single centrally-controlled complex, through the use 
of economic levers. 


Single and Intense Plan 


In previous years, farms received a production program "from above", a kind of 
state order, in keeping with so called “stringent plans.” They also got overall 
sale targets and extra assignments, which varied depending on the growth of demand 
for particular types of output. This inevitably led to a multiplicity of targets 
and guidelines. 


Now this is to be abandoned. There will be a single intense, but practicable plan 
of purchases for five years (1981-1985), with a breakdown by years. The change 
benefits both the state, that is, society as a whole, and each farm; the latter 
can now confidently count on income growth through greater sales on a long-term 
basis. 


Reserve Provision 


The state will now both propose scientific targets and balance the p!anned volume 
of output and purchases with allocated resources. Along with purchase quotas 











farms will receive full information on supply amounts and delivery dates of machin- 
ery, fertilizer, herbicides, fuel, building materials and other required items, as 
well as capital investment limits. 


To ra.se the substantiation of targets and restrict subjective decisions, a syst2m 
of rules and standards for planning farm development at all levels will be devised 
and constantly improved, in response to changing situations. 


Central Planning Plus Economic Independence 


We helieve that the production potential of Soviet agricultre is not being fully 
used, mainly because of some violations until now of the principles of a reasonabie 
combining of central control and farms‘ economic independence. Excessive regulation 
hampered the initiative of farm executives and specialists. 


Substantial changes can now be expected. The decree emphasizes that specialists 
and executives shall determine output figures, patterns and sizes of sown areas, 
livestock numbers and all the other projections, as well as the technology and or- 
ganisation of production, basing themselves on local conditions and scientific 
recommendations without interference "from above". However, they certainly will 
have to strictly adhere to the main requirement--that the fulfilment of state farm- 
product purchase plans be ensured by all means. 


In plainer language, the farm knows in advance exactly what, how much and at what 
price it must sell to the state, and it itself decides how to reach the sales tar- 
get set. 


Incentives 


Of course, the state is interested in seeing purchases from collective ana state 
farms grow and the quality of farm products and raw materials improve. A system 
of economic incentives is being introduced for this purpose. 


Beginning this year, a 50-per cent addition to purchasing prices will be available 
for sales to the state in excess of the avezage level achieved in 1976-1980, among 
other incentives. Under the new system, farms will receive about 4 billion roubles 
(approximately 6 billion US dollars) in additions this year alone. It is signifi- 
cant that the new prices are uniform for both state and collective farms and in- 
dividual subsidiary plots. All this will facilitate the boost of production and 
increased sales by every sector of Soviet agriculture.

Poor Economic Leadership

[Text] At the current stage of communist construction, the party gives special 
importance to further perfection in the style of all party, soviet and economic 
work. And this is understandable. The solution to the large-scale tasks set by 
the 26th CPSU Congress and the use of the great potentialities and reserves depend 
a lot on the level of control, on the level of leadership. 


High degree of competence in party leadership and a scientific approach to solving 
questions of economic and cultural construction are advanced to the forefront. The 
activity of each party worker and economic leader must be distinguished by pur- 
posefulness and the ability to achieve a successful resolution of the tasks set for 
them. As Comrade L. I. Brezhnev noted at the 26th CPSU Congress, “we are concerned 
with developing that style of work which would organically combine industriousness 
and discipline with bold initiative and enterprisingness, practicalness and 
business-like efficiency with a striving for greater goals." 


Even at the dawn of Soviet power, when the country had just started socialist 
construction, V. I. Lenin said: "In order to control, it is necessary to be 
competent, it is necessary to know completely and accurately all the conditions of 
production, it is necessary to know t"- equipment of this production at its modern 
height, and it is necessary to have certain scientific education" (Complete Collected 
Works, Vol 40, p 215). We are convinced every day in our own experience of the 
great correctness of these words. If a certain section of work is headed by an 
organizer who knows the business well, is experienced and has initiative, success 
is guaranteed. On the contrary, incompetent, superficial leadership nullifies 

the efforts of the labor collectives and is the main cause of miscalculations and 
shortcomings. 


Extensive knowledge and the ability to organize the business and to attract the 
masses are all qualities that are needed to a greater degree by the party worker. 
He must possess a feeling for the new, boldly and creatively solve questions and 
work with vision. The results of the activity of any party committee depend a lot 
on these qualities. "Of course, the results of the work of the oblast or rayon 


party organization," Comrade L. I. Brezhnev stated at the 26th CPSU Congress, “are 
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the sum of many and diverse components. But energetic and competent party leader- 
ship still has decisive importance. If each party organization uses all the 
reserves and sets up the proper order in everything, then the affairs of the entire 
country will advance further ahead." 


The labor collectives of the oblast headed by party organizations came to the 26th 
CPSU Congress with considerable successes. In the last five-year plan, the output 
of industrial products increased by 16.5%. It was realized by 46 million rubles 
above the plan. The miners of the basin extracted 291,000 tons of coal above the 
assignment. The production of pig iron, steel and rolled ferrous metal products 
rose. The builders assimilated 2.8 billion rubles of capital investments. Eighty- 
nine large industrial and agricultural facilities were built and 2.4 million 

square meters of housing completed. 


The advances made in agriculture are also in evidence. During the five-year plan, 
the volume of production of agricultural products rose by33%. Plans for pro- 
curement and sale to the state of all types cf agricultural products were ful- 
filled. The sphere of services for the population was elevated to a new degree, 
and the work of the transportation and trade enterprises was improved. 


But it is impossible not to see significant shortcomings beyond the general good 
economic indicators. One-third of the oblast enterprises did not fulfill the 
assignments to increase production volume. Labor productivity rose slowly. The 
program of construction-installation work was underfulfilled. Only 89% of the 
capital investments were assimilated during the five-year plan. 


There are different reasons here. They include insufficient planning, insufficient 
exactingness by a number of party organizations of the economic leaders, and poor 
management, as well as our lack of ability to overcome the force of inertia, tra- 
dition and habit. Incompetence of individual party and economic leaders in a 
number of the most important sectors of oblast economics played a major role. 
Analysis of the materials from oblast, municipal and rayon party conferences and 
meetings of the oblast party-economic active members helped the obkom to reveal 

the deep causes of these shortcomings. The decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress 

and the 15th Congress of the Kazakhstan communist Party permitted a distinct 
determination of ways to eliminate them, to formulate measures to improve the level 
of party leadership of the production and social life of the labor collectives. 


As noted at the Zoth CPSU Congress, there is only one way to successfully cope with 
the plans of the lith Five-Year Plan and that is to learn to work even better and 
to manage more effectively. The field of activity for party organizations is 
especially broad here. It is precisely they who must teach the economic leaders 
not to squander their energies in conflicting directions, to concentrate the 
efforts of their collectives on the main business, and to act precisely and deli- 
berately. 


Competence of party leadership primarily consists of a deep knowledge of the local 
situation, and the ability to make the necessary recommendations and to achieve 
their realization. In other words, in each individual case, the party worker 

must vet at the heart of the matter, help to eliminate shortcomings, and maintain 
a business-like, creative mood in the collective. 


All the gorkoms and party raykoms, and through them, the primary organizations of 
the party obkom are constantly aimed at being closer to the people, showing greater 
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persistence, business-like efficiency, and initiative, protecting them from hasty 
resolutions and superficial study of questions and achieving purposeful activity 
by each committee. The actual oblast party committee must show an example of 
competent leadership. 


One time the collective of the Karagayly mining-enriching kombinat did not cope 
with fulfillment of the plan for the main indicators. The party obkom entrusted 
the industrial-transportation department to find out the reasons for the lag. The 
department enlisted specialists from the Scientific Research Chemical-Metallurgical 
Institute. After an extensive and detailed study of the local situation, the 
results of their check and recommendations made were discussed at the party and 
worker meetings in the labor collectives, and then at the obkom office. 


It was shown that the kombinat leaders had a low level of production control, 
poor organization of labor and depreciation of the role of the specialists, 

while the partkom had weak educational work and elements of formalism in the 
organization of competition. The obkom approved the recommendations made by the 
department and the institute and helped to implement them. The kombinat leader- 
ship was able to reinforce the most important services with experienced specialists 
and improved the level of technical supervision. The communists were able to 
energetically organize competition. They did a lot to strengthen the labor disci- 
pline. The enterprise came out of tiie slump, successfully completed the 1980 plan 
and now is not slacking off. 


We can present many examples of a competent resolution of the most important 
questions by many gorkoms and raykoms. The Karaganda gorkom made a comprehensive 
study of the ways to further increase the coal extraction in the city mines. Thev 
enlisted experienced specialist miners and scientific colleagues from the KNIUI 
[Karaganda Scientific Research Coal Institute]. The conclusions of the gorkom 

had great practical importance and were the basis for the activity of the entire 
coal association. 


It remains to increase the volume of coal extraction mainly by means of improving 
labor productivity and better technical equipping of the coal enterprises. This 
is why the recommendations of the gorkom paid special attention to the most rapid 
assimilation of the rated outputs of the mines and improvement in tunneling work. 
The digression of the tunnelers to fulfill other operations was deplored. ‘fhe 
recommendations which contain important suggestions for the safe use of equipment 
deserve attention. 


A merit of the gorkom is its ability to generalize the experience of the best mines 
and to persistently introduce it at the enterprises. fhe experience of the work 

of the miners from the Kostenko, Gorbachev and "Molodezhnaya" mines has helped more 
than one miner collective. The gorkom has organized appearances of the leaders of 
the foremost mines. The director of the Kostenko mine, Hero of Socialist Labor 

N. S. Gul'nitskiy has spoken to the miner collectives many times. An invariable 
participant of the testing and introduction of new machines and mechanisms, he 
warmly calls upon others to introduce the achievements of science and the leading 
practice more boldly and more extensively at the mines. 


As the economic leaders themselves say, they are helped a great deal by the 

councils of directors that have been set up in a number of gorkoms and raykoms. 

They analyze and generalize the experience in production control and make reccmmenda- 
tions for the optimal resolution of urgent questions that arise in the activity of 
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the leaders. The council meetings discuss such questions as the role of the 

leader in organizing competition and improving its efficiency, the experience of 
introducing a complex system of quality control, and improvement in production con- 
trol. 


Differeat aspects of work of the administration and specific practice of manage- 
ment have become the subject of discussion at theoretical and scientific-practical 
conferences. All of this also promotes perfection of the economic leadership, 

the development of initiative and socialist enterprisingness in the leaders, and 
improves the competence of the party leadership. 


The work of many major partkoms has significantly improved. It is impossible not 
to note the efforts of a number of party committees and the office of the most 
important industries of the Karaganda metallurgical kombinat. Regular meetings 

of different categories of workers with the enterprise leadership are organized 

by the kombinat partkom for 4 deep and qualified analysis of the situation in 
production. These measures are taken in the Palace of Culture of the metallurgists, 
in the shops, shifts and brigades. They hold a frank discussion of the urgent 
affairs of the metallurgists. Based on the meeting results, the kombinat director 
issues an order indicating the specific periods for fulfilling the measures made 
from the suggestions of the workers, and those respcnsible for their execution. 
The partkom monitors each sensible thought of the engineer, leader or worker 

that is advanced at the agendaless meetings, as they call these meetings. 


Here is one of the examples. Before the first furnace was sent for regular repair 
in open-hearth furnace shop No 1, the communists of the party group headed by 
delegate to the 15th Congress of the Kazakhstan Communist Party, steel founder 

I. ?. Kovalev, held a business meeting about this ir the collective. Some of the 
metallurgists expressed worries about the imminent repair of the furnace: would 
not the turing of the unit be extended, as in the past? The people expressed 
their considerations on reducing the repair periods. The collective suggestions 
of the workers were examined in the party office of the shop and successfully 
executed. 


The enterprise party committee focuses a lot of attention on the economic training 
of the workers. This bears its fruit. The workers of the Kazakhstan Magnitka were 
actively included in the movement for conservation and economy. By the example of 
the Chelyabinsk .orkers they saved over 25,000 tons of ferrous metals. Today this 
movement has acquired great sco This is the business-like response of the 
metallurgists to the party's ca > conserve and save metal that sounded in the 
fiscal renort of the CPSU Centr i. ‘ommittee to the 26th Party Congress. 


Unfortunately, not all of our gorkoms and raykoms are fighting effectively for high 
competence of the pariy leadership. In the 10th Five-Year Plan, the trust "Kara- 
gandazhilstroy" underproduced about 40,000 suqare meters of housing and did not 
assimilate 26 million rubles of contract work. In 1980 6 out of 14 administrations 
in the trust did not cope with the plan. The Leninskiy party raykom does not delve 
deeply into the causes of this serious lagging and does not take suitable measures 
to eliminate the situation in the construction administrations of the trust. 


[t is known that one of the most important principles of party leadership of the 
economy is the ability to concentrate forces in the main links of economic work. 
"It is necessary to be able to find at each special moment, that special link in the 
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chain," stated V. I. Lenin, " that needs to be grasped with all strength to keep hold 
of the entire chain and prepare a strong transition to the next link" (Complete 
Collected Works, Vol 36, p 205). Precisely this ability is lacking, for example, 

at the Temirtau gorkom, and certain other gorkoms and party raykoms. Some of them 
start numerous jobs, waste efforts on solving secondary questions, and lose sight of 
the main puint. 


The gorkoms and raykoms are the main link inthe practical implementation of the 

party policy locally. They combine all the threads of leadership of the political, 
economic and social-cultural life of the city and the rayon. The party obkom directs 
the attention of these committees to increasing the scientific-technical level of 
production and improvement in labor organization. 


One of the main duties of the party committee and its branches is to be concerned 

with high production efficiency anc seeing that the economic mechanism at the : 
enterprise corresponds to the current level of economic relationships and the require- 
ments of scientific and technical progress. The indicators and moral-psychological 
climate in the collective depend on this. Where the production process is conducted 
precisely and harmoniously, the labor rhythm of the coilective is always high. 


The party organizations are obliged to have a good knowledge of the system of 
assessment indicators and to strictly follow its steady fulfillment. These are 

the assignments for nomenclature of items, rise in labor productivity, putting the 

main production funds into operation, and for new equipment. We have set ourselves i 
the task of teaching the leaders to use more flexibly such stimulating economic 

levers as wages, cost accounting, price and credit. ' 


Perfection of control over the economy is in direct dependence on the training, 
placement, education and correct use of the managerial personnel. An important place 
in the work of each party organization with the supervisory personnel must be 
instilling in them a sense for the new and leading, a striving to study and use in 
practice advanced forms of control, and the ability to overcome difficulties. It is 
necessary for each link in the management apparatus to clearly see its role and place 
in solving the tasks facing it. 


V. Ll. Lenin saw the main purpose of personnel work as supervision "always remaining 
in the hands of quite competent workers who guarantee the success of the work." 


The obkom, many gorkoms and raykoms are doing a lot so that the Leninist principles 
are realized, and that the economic leaders master more quickly the Leninist style 
of leadership, the modern methods of organization and control, and expand their 
political and scientific-technical world view. 


A large group of experienced captains of industry has grown up in the oblast. They 
are able to skilfully solve the tasks set for them. These are the director of 

the Kostenko mine N. S. Gul'nitskiy, general directors of the associations "Tsentr- 
kazgeologiya" L. F. Dumler, "Karagandaugol'" N. A. Drizhd, director of the 

Karaganda metallurgical kombinat M. Akbiyev, and many others. They have an inherent 
erudition and business-like efficiency, a truly party approach to solving economic 
tasks and a striving to place the interests of the business above everything. 


it is known that in real life, difficulties are not so rare. But in some leaders 
they cause a feeling of confusion, and in others these same difficulties are the 
stimulus for energetic actions and mobilization of the collective to overcoie them. 
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I recall the following case. When a difficult situation occurred in the construc- 
tion of the white tin shop complex, the leaders of the trust and certain construc- 
tion subdivisions, to say directly, panicked. As usually happens in these cases, 
mutual claims and attempts to blame the other began. The party obkom took measures 
to reinforce the construction site with managerial and engineering-technical per- 
sonnel and to constantly given them specific and active help. A construction 
headquarters was set up at this starting construction site. It was headed by the 
obkom secretary A. M. Ivanov. The headquarters began to coordinate the actions of 
the builders, installers, customers, planners and transporters. It helped to 
provice the construction site with materials and designs in time and to solve 
certain questions in different departments. 


Currently the number of workers at the construction of the white tin shop has been 
brought to 9,300 . This year their forces will assimilate 76.8 million rubles of 
construction-installation work, install 9,200 tons of metal structural parts, 53,400 
cubic meters of precast reinforced concrete structures, and lay 139,700 cubic meters 
of slab concrete. Enlarged brigades have been set up at this facility. They 
operate on the method of brigade contract. 


Joint socialist commitments of the builders, installers, organizations of the 
client, operators and planners were adopted in January of this year at the meeting 
of active members of the builders from the Kazakhstan Magnitka. These commitments 
were based on the principle of “worker relay race." Labor competition was organized 
for the fulfillment of the maximum volume of construction-installation work and 

the issuing of certificates for technical readiness. Eight enlarged cost accounting 
brigades of the trust "Kazmetallurgstroy" concluded a contract for socialist 
competition for the highest labor productivity and early fulfillment of the target 
tasks to finish the starting facility. The commitments define the limits for 1981, 
take into consideration the potentialities of the brigade contract, and take a 
course for higi effectiveness of labor at each work site. The method of brigade 
contract will fulfill no less than 35% of the total volume of construction- 
installation work. 


We require that personnel of all levets be able to analyze their production-economic 
activity. The obkom, gorkoms and raykoms aim them at a steady improvement in labor 
productivity, technical level and production efficiency, strengthening of the 

regime of conservation, and reinforcement of the plannife and labor discipline. 


Interviews between the secretary and the economic leaders have entered the practice 
of the obkom and the majority of gorkoms and raykoms. The sections -of the party 
committees study in advance the style and methods of work of those to be interviewed, 
the course of fulfillment of the plan and commitments. These individual conver- 
sations have a specific, not abstract nature. During them, both the positive and 

the negative aspects are noted in the activity of the economic leaders and specific 
recommendations are made on how to improve the work of the collectives they head. 


The process of forming economic leaders is complicated and diverse. It requires a 
thoughtful approach. One should first of all instill in them responsibility for 

the entrusted work. The obkom and certain gorkoms discuss the style and methods of 
economic leadership . Reports of the leaders are given in all committees, and in 

the primary organizations, at plenums, offices and party meetings. This is a great 
school for them. They promote an improvement in the level of supervision and 

educate the captains of industry in a spirit of high responsibility for the entrusted 
entrusted work. 
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Quite recently the party obkomheard the report of the "Kirovskaya" mine leaders. 
They discussed the reasons for the chronic lagging of this enterprise. During the 
report, directly without beating about the bush, substantiated criticism was 
leveled and recommendations were made on how to correct the situation. In a word, 
this was a collective search for a better solution to the problem. And it was 
found. The mine is now confidently reaching the leading levels. 


The obkom, gorkoms and raykoms are constantly concerned about the training of 
economic personnel. We understand well that expansion of their political world 
view and reinforcing oc economic, technical and general educational knowledge 
is the meaning of improving che level of leadership. Many of our leaders visit 
the school of the oblast party-economic active members, study in the evening 
universities and are involved in theoretical seminars. The course system of 
training is well set-up. 


The branch sections of the obkom, gorkoms and raykoms. have been called upon to 
promote an improvement in the competence of party leadership. Constai tly involved 
in tne activity of the prod:.ction collectives, they have begun to focus more 
attention on labor organiz.ution in them, the condition of discipline, the .ormation 
of high moral-political qualities and aiming people at unconditional fulfillment of 
the plans. By having daily dealings with the management personnel, the sections 
help them to combine economic and educational work, to notice and disseminate the 
positive, and reveal and eliminate the shortcomings. 


The section of the coal industry of the obkom, for example, holds meetings with the 
branch workers. These meetings analyze the activity of the collectives, discuss 
the near future, and define the forms of improving economic, organizational and 
educational work. The workers of the section are generally present at these 
meetings which are held in the gorkoms and raykoms, and often at the enterprises. 


Unfortunately, in ccrtain party committees the branch workers still have a narrow 
understanding of their commitments. Sometimes they are limited to a set of varying 
information and do not trouble themselves with a deep study of the local situation 
or specific organizational work. These deficiencies are inherent to the branch 
sections of the Saran' and Abay gorkoms, Ul'yanovsk and Tel‘manskiy party raykoms. 


I am deeply convinced that if each worker of the party committee and its sections 
concentrated attention on teaching the economic leaders of all links to be able to 
correctly and sensibly solve problems, and take into account the educational effect 
of their decisions, the results of the party leadership would be considerably 
higher. 


The effectiveness of party leadership depends to a great degree on the setting up 
of control and verification of execution. It is precisely this which guarantee 
unity of wo-d and deed and verifies the ability to combine into one policy and 
daily organizational work. This is a reliable tool for improving work of the 
state and administrative-economic apparatus, the most important means of education. 


Recently plans for measures to realize the adopted solutions have been compiled 
more extensively. These plans usually specify the tasks, set the order and periods 
for their fulfillment, and define the agencies and subdivisions of the party 
apparatus that are responsible for this. All of this permits more accurate organi- 
zation of work. 
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Hearing reports on the course of realization of the adopted solutions and set 

tasks at plenums and meetings helps to improve control over the fulfillment of them. 
But, unfort ately, individual gorkoms and raykoms are often limited to mere collec- 
tion of ini..mation regarding the fulfillment of decisions. But you cannot change 
organizacional work by stating facts about the fulfillment of decisions. 


The Temirtau party gorkom in its time adopted a good decision to evolve competition 
according to the method of the Rostov workers: "Work without Laggers!" This motto 
should have been specified so that there were not only no lagging enteprises, but 
also no shops, shifts or brigades. The proper work was not done around the compe- 
tition under this mot.o, and it did not receive the proper scope. 


The obkom drew conclusions for itself from this fact. We understood that we are 
not always able to foresee events and prevent pitfalls. In order to correct the 
situation, the party organizations were given a clear statement: improve not only 
the organizational, technical-economic,but also the ideological aspect of this 
competition. As a result, in 1.5 years, the number of lagging enterprises in the 
oblast dropped from 24.8 to 8.32%. 


Monitoring and verification of execution must be regular; errors must be eliminated 
and the best and truest paths to fulfillment of the set tasks must be found. 


In pondering how to improve the competence of the party leadership, we return again 
and again to the thought that it is necessary to strengthen the party effect on 

all aspects of life of the labor coilectives. Aiming at the final results of work 
rust become chief in this work. 


Important tasks face the party organizations and all oblast workers in the lith Five- 
Year Plan. The volume of industrial production has to be increased by 22-252. 
Ferrous metallurgy and power enyineering will develop at accelerated rates. By the 
end of 1985, pig iron smelting at the Karaganda metallurgical kombinat will exceed 

5 millior tons, steel 6 million tons, and the production of rolled products will 
reach 5 million tons. 


Great tasks await in the field of construction. It is necessary to start up the 
white tin shop at the Karaganda metallurgical kombinat, facilities at the plant 
of rubber technical items and at the Karagyly mining-enrichment kombinat, and 
reconstruct a number of leading enterprises in the oblast. Work of the machine 
construction and chemical plants, enterprises which manufacture consumer goods 
needs to be set up on a new and more advanced basis. 


A large program has been planned for construction of housing and facilities of 
cultural-general purpose. This year alone we have to build 447,000 square meters 
of housing, schools for 1960 places, children's preschool institutions for 2770 
places, polyclinics for 900 visitors and many other facilities. 


The rural workers are taced with important tasks. In the llth Five-Year Plan it is 
necessary to bring the annual gross grain harvest to 1 million tons, head of cattle 
to 295,000-300,000, and sheep to 1 million head. 


In collating the course of development of the oblast economy with the party require- 
ments, we recognize that « lot of work should be invested in fulfilling the 
decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress. Already in the first year, the oblast workers 
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must adopt high rates and do everything to eliminate the serious deficiencies 

that can become a brake to the fulfillment of the five-year plan assignments. The 
guarantee of success is the selfless labor of each member of the production 
collective, and improvement in the level of economic activity and the competence of 
the party leadership. 


Formalism in Trade Union Work

[Text] The 26th CPSU Congress focused a lot of 

attention on the work of the public organizations, in- 
cluding the trade unions. “The party views the trade 
unions,"stated Comrade L. 1. Brezhnev, "as its reliable 
support in the masses, a powerful means of developing 
democracy and involving the workers in the construction 

of communism.” In the Karagandinskaya Oblast, the 

trade union organizations unite almost 600,000 people. 

How effectively is this force used? How can the party 
influence on the activity of the trade unions be strengthened? 


The Kostenko mine is well known in Kazakhstan. It was the first in the Karaganda 
coal basin to master a thousand-ton load on the longwali, and the first to be 
included in the competition of five hundred thousand. Recently the Kostenko workers 
had a new initiative: extract from one longwall a thousand tons of fuel, not in a 
day, but in a shift. They held to their word. Since the beginning of the year, 
thousands of tons of coal above the plan have been brought to the surface. 


When you converse with the miners about the bases for the collective's success, the 
conversation mandatorily turns to the tradeunion organization. It is understandable 
that the party organization plays a decisive role in attaining high results. A 
well-thought out technical policy of engineering services also has an effect. But 
the efforts of the mining committee are very perceptible in the fact that a friendly 
and benevolent atmosphere has formed here. Conflicts between the workers and 
management develop extremely rarely at the enterprise. The good working mood of 

the miners and the flame of socialist competition are maintained by constant con- 
cern for them. For the enterprise leaders there are no trifles in creating 

normal conditions for the work and rest of the facemen. 


One can also relate about the Karaganda confectionery plant where they have already 
forgotten the time when there were lines to the kindergarten's and nursery schools. 
Or take the plant of asbestos-cement items. This enterprise was previously con- 
sidered one of the most polluted in the oblast. Now there are trips here to study 
the industrial aesthetics. 


There are different approaches at the leading enterprises to solving economic and 
social problems. But one thing is similar, concern for the development of the 
economy and elevation of production is organically combined in these collectives 
with concern for the workers, and the conditions of their work and daily life. 
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It cannot be any other way. The trade union organizations must set themselves this 
very goal. This is the starting point for the party committees in supervising the 
trade unions. 


We wil’ take, for example, the socioeconomic planning. It has already become 
customary that in the beginning of each year the enterprise administration receives 
not only a plan for production of items, but, as they say, the “social order" of the 
trade union organization which is secured by a collective agreement. This order 

is fairly solid. Say that the Karaganda metellurgical kombinat according to the 
collective agreement annually spends up to 1.5 million rubles on improving the 
sanitary-general conditions for the workers. The trade unions do not forget about the 
the metallurgists after work either. In Temirtau where the kombinat is located, 

2a Palace of Sports, swimming pool, stadium, polyclinic and dispensary have already 
been built. 


Other enterprises of the oblast are also well developed. In the last five-year 
plan, over 70 billion rubles were spent only on renewing the production sections 
by improving the sanitary-general services for the workers. The trade unions act 
as the initiators of many of these changes. 


We associate the strengthening of their authority and more active participation in 
production control first of all with the publication of the decree of the CPSU 
Central Committee "On the Work of the Karaganda Party Obkom to Fulfill the 
Decisions of the 25th CPSU Congress on Party Supervision of the Trade Union Organi- 
zations and Improvement in Their Role in Economic and Cultural Construction." The 
acute criticism aimed at the oblast party committee permitted us to correctly assess 
the situation in this most important area, and to find new means of improving the 
creative activity of the workers. Questions associated with the trade union work 
began to be examined more often at the meetings of the office and the plenums of 
the gorkoms, and party raykoms. Complex measures to improve the supervision of 
mass public organizations were discussed and approved at the plenum of our obkom. 


The intensified attention of the party committees to the trade union organizations 
affected their activity. 


However it is early to say that the deficiencies have been completely eliminated in 
the supervision of the trade unions. There are still many prob'ems. Where do they 
stem from? In .he conversation started by PRAVDA on the quality of party work, 

the Kuybyshev communists noted: reasons for the failures should be sought first 

of all in formalism. This is true. Formalism prevents us from attaining good 
results also. We are trying to overcome it. But some party organizations until 
now have judged the work of the trade unions only from the abundance of papers, but 
do not get cto the heart of the matter. This is sometimes utilized by those who 
are not accustomed to troubling themselves with real business. 


We will take one of the main sections of trade union work, socialist competition. 
According to the documents,at many enterprises everything is generaliy running well: 
conditions have been worked out and commitments have been adopted. When you delve 
deeper you see that only the papers are competing among themselves. The people 

have not even heard of "their" commitments. Or after supporting the initiative and 
having made noise about the initiative, the trade union committee often considers its 
mission exhausted.

Recently, for example, we were interested in how the brigades of Glavtsentrostroy 
were tulfilling the socialist commitments. They had started initiatives aimed at 
improving production efficiency and the equality of work. The picture was not 
pretty. Because of the low labor organization and interruptions in the material 

i technical supply, some initiators did not even cope with the plan. An impartial 
conversation on this subject took place at the meeting of the party obkom office. 
They had to set straight the leaders of Glavtsentrostroy, the obkom of the trade 
union of construction and construction industry workers, and together with them the 
Leninskiy party raykom which did not give the initiators the necessary support in 
time. 


Formalism, like rust, erodes any good business. But it is especially dangerous in 
trade union work, where, in the words of Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, “people's attitude 
towards life and towards society is formed a great deal." Manifestations of 
bureaucratism and callousness towards people in the actions of the trade union 
worker are impermissible. He discredits himself in this way. This happened, in 
particular, to the chairman of the Molodezh' raykom of the agricultural workers 
trade union, N. Savinkov. 


There is nothing to hide, sometimes the selection of chairmen of the mining 
committees, plant committees and construction committees is taken lightly. The 
leader is overloaded with work in other sections and he is recommended to head the 
trade union organization. What does this result in? For example, at the enrichment 
plant “Karagandinskaya" after such a “promotion,” socialist competition died in a 
short time and the level of injuries rose. Radical measures had to be taken. 


Really better people must be promoted to trade union work. The leading production 
workers who enjoy authority in the collectives are more suitable. Recently delegates 
to the 26th CPSU Congress, Hero of Socialist Labor , brigade foreman of the miners 

S. Tokumtayev and USSR State Prize laureate, roller of the metallurgical kombinat 

S. Drossin, and worker of the sovkhoz “Leninskiy" of the Tel'’manskiy rayon Yu. 
Vasnetsov became trade union leaders. 


Of course, not everyone initially has sufficient experience of organizational and 
educational work. This means that it is necessary to help the person and arm him 
with technique, the ability to organize competition with a knowledge of the business 
and to defend the interests of the workers. 


What are the party committees doing in this direction? Different forms are used. 
First of all we generalize and disseminate the experience of the best trade union 
organizations. We teach the public-spirited people in the schools of the active 
party and economic members, and universities of Marxism-Leninism. We instill in the 
people intolerance for narrow-minded methods of management. For there are many 
administrators who are ready to fulfill the plan at any price. And do all the 
leaders of the enterprises really show the proper concern for the creation of 

normal conditions of work and rest? At the same time, brushing aside the demands 

of the workers, they do not fail to cite some “objective”"reasons. If they wanted 
to, they could do a lot. 


I would like to talk about residential construction. In Karaganda and its satellite 
cities, dozens of houses are erected every year, but a large part of the apartments 
go to resettling citizens from the "worked zone." The miner's line for housing 
advances very slowly. 
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Claims here should be made first of all to the USSR Ministry of the Coal Industry 
which does not allocate the necessary resources and is not very involved in 
¢eveloving the miner's centers in the Karaganda basin. 


But often the builders do not even fulfill “truncated™ plans. The trade union 
organizations are not always strict enough in questioning the economic leaders about 
the interruption in the program for residential and cultural-general construction. 
As a result, in Karaganda alone, the miners have not received thousands of square 
meters of housing. At one of the meetings, the office of the party obkom focused 
the attention of the leaders of the public organizations on this subject. 


The obkom demanded that the trade union organizations shuw more persistence and 
principles in solving tasks to create healthy and safe working conditions,to organize 
daily life and rest of the workers, and the unconditional fulfiilment of the collec- 
tive agreements. Special attention was paid to the case of violations of the labor 
legislation in individual mining collectives. 


It is difficult to outline the entire circle of questions that the trade union 
organizations of the oblast are currently involved in. Speaking briefly, these are 
questions of improving the quality of work and daily life, and urgent problems of 
the life of the Soviet people. It is precisely the resolution of these cuestions 
that the 26th Party Congress directed us towards. We consider perfection of the 
forms and methods of leadership of the trade unions to be one of our main tasks.

[Text] It has appeared among the irrigators and land reclaimers of 
our republic. The Uzvladimirvodstroy Trust has been formed in one 
more zone of the Nonchernozem Region-—-Vladimirskaya Oblast. 


In the recently promlgated decree of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Coun- 
cil of Ministers "On Further Developing and Boosting the Efficiency of Agriculture 

of the Nonchernozem Zone of the RSFSR During 1981-1985" there are outlined new lim

It is planned to 
create shortly in Vladimir five specialized mobile mechanized columns as part of the 
trust. 


In order co compare tie scale of the forthcoming transformation of Vladimir lands, 
we shall cite some figures. During the last five-year plan construction and instal- 
lation work in this region amounted to 15 million rubles; the emissaries of Uzbeki- 
stan plan to develop threefold more by 1985. During the course of the llth Five- 
tear Plan, Uzvladimirvodstroy Trust will build 28,000 square meters of housing, 
vocational-technical schools with 480 places, an industrial base and motor services. 
The offensive on the Meshcherskiy region swamps is being mounted on a broad front. 
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On the shores of the Nerla, Kolokshya, Kirzha" and other tributaries of the Oka, 
12,800 hectares of land will be drained and turned over to sel'khozoborot [agricultural 
circulation], and 5,700 hectares of new areas will be irrivated.

forces; here the Uzbeks are doing work amounting to 12 million rubles.

CONFLRENCL DISCUSSES PROBLEMS ‘ITH TRANSLATION

[Text] A conference, conducted by the Department of Propaganda and Agitation of the 
Central Committee of the Communist Party of Azerbaijan, was devoted to current prob- 
lems of translation activity, which is one of the important means of social and spir 
itual development, mtual influence and mtual enrichment of national cultures and 
the drawing closer of nations and nationalities. 


In the republic, it was pointed out at the conference, much attention is paid to 
translation into the Azerbaijani language of social-political literature and belles 
lettres and the works of K. Marx and F. Engels.

GEORGIAN EDITORIAL DEPLORES POOR COURT FACILITIES, PROCEDURES

[Text] At almost every court session the People's Court Building in Kutaisi's 
Lenin Rayon is packed with people. In this ample, well-appointed hall the working 
people can hear a case comfortably, comprehend everything clearly, and draw the 
necessary, vital conclusions. 


The people's interest in these cases is also due to the fact that the sessions are 
always well organized; no effort is spared in preparing them properly and conducting 
them correctly. Naturally, this kind of practical court endeavor, this kind of 
openness, helps to enhance the people's knowledge of justice, to publicize the 

laws, to further deepen and refine our indoctrinational and prophylactic efforts. 


At the present time our republic is focusing special attention on the proper 
organization of court proceedings, since this represents a vital link in prophy- 
lactic work and the legal indoctrination of the masses. Lately the efforts of 

our republic's party and soviet organizations have resulted in considerable 
strengthening of the material-technical base of the people's courts. New buildings 
have been constructed, and existing facilities have been remodeled. In this 
regard, an outstanding example is the building, the courtrooms, and the offices of 
the GSSR Supreme Court. In recent times excellent buildings have been turned over 
to the people's courts in Gurdzhaani, Kaspi, Zestafoni, Kobuleti, Mtskheta, and 
other rayons and cities. In short, much outstanding work has been done to ensure 
that our people's courts serve as vehicles of Soviet law, genuine organs of 
indoctrination, an outstanding force in the struggle against crimes and violations. 


Soviet courts enjoy the people's respect and trust; they play a vital role in 
strengthening law and order and state discipline, in educating the working people 
to respect the law in the spirit of strict compliance with the norms and regu- 
lations governing community life under socialism. The authority of our courts is 
based on a genuine democratic foundation--the elective status and accountability 
of the judges and people's assessors, the openness of court proceedings, and the 
participation of public prosecutors and defenders in the trials. Everything is 
done to ensure that court and other administrative organs strictly comply with 
laws and procedural norms. 
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But it is hard to speak of complying with norms or of effective court trial open- 
ness in cases where the people's court doesn’t even have a courtroom and cases must 
be examined in the cramped space of the judge's office. Such is the situation, for 
example, in the People’s Court of Kutaisi's second rayon, Avtozavod Rayon. A building 
waS assigned to it back in 1979, but remodeling work hat dragged on and on. The 
necessary funds were allocated in good time, to be sure, but the raysoviet ispolkom 
has not taken effective steps to get it operational. This is clearly the reason 
why court sessions there are practically unattended. Add to this the fact that 
court sessions are frequently delayed and sometimes even canceled. The lack of 
appropriate facilities also hampers the work of the people's courts in Tbilisi's 
Lenin Rayon, Gldani, Gagra, Kareli, Borzhomi, and elsewhere. 


At a recent session of the GSSR Supreme Soviet Presidium it was noted that the 
quality of court sessions in Kutaisi’s Lenin and Avtozavod rayons as well as in 
Telavi, Khashuri, and some other rayons and cities is not yet up to the necessary 
modern standards. Sometimes they are delayed in starting, MVD departments cannot 
bring culprits to court on time. A number of court trials have had to be canceled 
for just this reason, for example, in the people's courts of Tbilisi and in 
Khashuri. 


As we know, V. I. Lenin highly appreciated the court's role in resolving the 
country’s social-economic problems and strenthening discipline, public order, and 
good organization. Today this effort is especially essential. The 26th CPSU 
Congress and the 26th GCP Congress laid out large tasks with regard to firm and 
unswerving compliance with Soviet laws. Carrying out these tasks successfully 
requires that a sound atmosphere of high exactingness, firm discipline and 
responsibility for one's assigned task be created on all levels and in all sectors. 
In short, those who enforce the law, every link and worker in the system of 
justice, must take specific steps to ensure lawfulness and orderliness in all 
aspects of work, they must strictly comply with procedural norms, unswervingly 
meet all legal requirements, and draw up juridical documents punctually. 





The facts are, however, that sometimes the people's courts fail to take account of 
the great indoctrinational, social, and political significance of properly drawn 

up and juridically substantiatea documents. Frequently court documents, verdicts, 
decisions, and judgments are drawn up incompetently, sloppily, and in a juridically 
incorrect manner. Frequently court documents are written in incomprehensible style 
so that they are hard to read and vague, a person can‘t tell what they're talking 
about. 


It is sad but true that all too frequently higher-level court organs have to alter 
or overturn verdicts for just this reason. Such cases have occurred in the people's 
courts of several Tbilisi rayons, in Telavi, Kutaisi, and other cities and rayons. 


KOMUNISTI s letters to the editors are full of accounts of the excellent influence 
exerted on society by trials held away from court, and their prophylactic and 
indoctrinaticnal importance. But some of our people's courts avoid this excellent 
practice. Undoubtedly, the preparation and examination of cases in such away-from- 
court sessions require improvement. Sometimes the courts take a perfunctory 
attitude toward the participation of public prosecutors and defenders in court 
trials, they fail to talk to them and explain the laws, procedures, and rights and 
duties of the parties. This is why public prosecutors and defenders are failing 
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to take active part in court proceedings. In short, this urgent and essential 
matter demands proper attention and a businesslike attitude. 


It is an incontrovertible truth that the law lives and does its work when it is 
carried out consistently by everyone and in all cases. It is essential that court 
organs take more initiative in their work and meet the standards of the law. In 
handing down a verdict, a court must keep in mind that punishment is more than just 
a penalty for wrongdoing--it must aim to correct and reeducate the wrongdoer, to 
prevent further crimes. 


Concern for strengthening law and order is an indispensable part of our party's 
organizational and ideological work. It is the task of all party organizations, 
soviet organs, and society as a whole to see to it that the people's courts 
enforce the law and to provide for their necessary material-technical means and 
good work ng conditions.

KeVLIEW OF s0OK ADSOLT DEVELOPM:NT OF SOCIALIST CULTURE 
Moscow FILOSOFSKIY NAUKI in Russian No 4, 1981 pp 165-167

Lenin, of book "Nekotoryye voprosy teorii i praktiki razvitii sotsi- 
alisticheskoy kul'tury" [Some Questions in Theory and Practice of Development of 
Socialist Culture] by Said Shermukhamedov, Tashkent, Uzbekistan, 1980, 272 pages] 


{Text] At the 26th party congress, General Secretary of the CPSU Central Committee 
Comrade L.I1. Brezhnev emphasized that "a renaissance and mutual enrichment of na- 
tional culture and the formation of a culture of the irdivisible Societ people--a 
new social and international commumity--are taking place" ("Materials of the 26th 
CPSU Congress," Moscow, 1981, p 57). Among the substantive work on Marxist-Leninist 
theory of culture appearing in recent years, attention is directed to two books be- 
longing to the pen of the well-known specialist in this field, S. Shermukhamedov. 
Although the present review deals with only one of them, we consider it important 
to point out the basic direction contained in his other work dealing with the Rus- 
sian language as a means of contact among the Soviet people. In the foreword of 
this book, S. Shermukhamedov, candidate member of the Politburo of the CPSU Central 
Committee, First Secretary of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Uzbek- 
istan Sh.R. Rashidcvy has written: "In the Soviet Union a developed socialist soci- 
ety has been built wn.cth is characterized by unity of aims and interests, a single 
consciousness and psychology of all our peoples, unified as to content and national 
as to form of socialist culture. And in this process of development of Soviet soci- 
ety, a tremendous role is played by the Russian language, contributing to strenpti- 
ening of friendship among the peoples" (Shermukhamedov, S., "Russkiy yazyk--velikoye 
i mogucheye sredstvo obshcheniya sovetskogo naroda” [The Russian Languape--a Great 
and Powerful Means of Contact Among the Soviet People}, Moscow, 1980, p 3). 





The logical processess of obliteration of differences between town and country, between 
people doing mental and physical labor would be unthinkable without a constant 

rise of the cultural level of all social groups of society. In the society of de- 
veloped socialism, there continue the development and drawing together of national 
cultures, reflecting in the spiritual sphere the process of all-round development 

aud drawing closer of all the nations and nationalities of the Soviet Union. Final- 
ly, without the deep assimilation of the values of socialist culture by each citizen 

of society, the successful solution of the tasks of bringing up of the new man and 
all-round and harmonious development of the personality would be impossible. All 


this makes necessary investigation of a number of theoretical problems of socialist 
culture. 
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The reviewed book consists of a number of articles previously published by the 
author in various union and republic publications. Subordinated to one intention-- 
analysis of the laws of development of Soviet multinational culture primarily from 
the angle of dialectics of the international and national, these articles lend the 
book che character of a unique monographic study. 


In the book's contents, it is possible to distinguish with a certain degree of con- 
ditionality several theoretical blocks, encompassing both general questions of cul- 
ture and principally problems of development of Soviet mltinational culture. 


The bcok opens with the article "V.I. Lenin on Culture as a Social Phenomenon"; it 
descrites the basic positions of ‘iarxist-Leninist theory of culture, distincuishing 
it from the antiscientific in nature bourgeois conceptions of culture. These posi- 
tions serve for the author as methodological reference points in the course of the 
furtner examination of the questions of formation and development of socialist 
culture. 


The wain attention is devoted in the book to various theoretical and practical as- 
pects of the processes of internationalization of Soviet socialist culture. Prac- 
tically all tne remaining articles in the reviewed work are subordinated to this 
theme. 


The experience of development of the Soviet multinational state, it is emphasized 

in the given publication, shows that general communist traits are grddually but steadily 
forming in the culture of the socialist nations, and its international basis is 
strengthened. The author mak .s a justifiable conclusion that "growing on the soil 

of the national and the feneral, the international in the cultures becomes an intee- 

ral organic part of the spiritual culture of each people" (p 33). In addition at 

the present stage, socialist culture, possessing a clearly expressed international 
basis, cannot develop in any other way than in appropriate national forms. 


In subsequent sections, S. Shermukhamedov convincingly shows the practical realiza- 
tion of Lenin's theory of cultural revolution by the example of the development of 
Uzeelistan. This was truly a gieantic leap in spiritual life achieved by the Uzbek 
people under the leadership of the Communist Party. In the briefest of historical 
periods in Uzbekistan, illiteracy of the population was liquidated, cadres of the 
national socialist intelligentsia were created, science, literature and art act ieved 
unprecedeited development. The works of Uzbek writer Khamza Kadyr', Khamid Alimd- 
zhan and Gafur Culyam, Aybek and Sharaf Kashidov, Zul'fiy and Yashen, Abdulla 
nakhkhar and a number of other outstanding masters of words have have becore widely 
known in the Soviet Union and abroad (see pp 54-61, 65-70, 72-76 and others). 


ihe numerous facts presented in the book characterizing the true growth of the cul- 
ture of tiie Uzbek people have a deep meaning. Taken in their entirety, they attest 
to tne achievements of socialism and its indubitable advantages over the capitalist 
world in all spheres of life, including in the field of culture. For this reason 
the author's conclusion is quite lopical to the effert that "in terms of abundance 

of culture provided for the people (books, newspapers, magazines, radio, television 
and so forth), in terms of the number of cultural-educational institutions, suit- 
able for a thousand spectators (schools, libraries, clubs, theaters, motion pictures, 
museums and the like), especially in terms of their growth in any na- 
tional Soviet republic, including Uzbek SSR, not a single, even the most developed 
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capitalist country can compare” (p 64). The multinational culture established in 
our country uas victorious socialism for its social base. They are inspired bv the 
iceas of Marxisteceninism and nave absorbed the best attainrents of the cultures of 
ali nations aud uationalities of tiie Sovict Lnion. The buildine of culture in Lzbel.- 
istan is consicered a constituent part of the cevelopment of all Soviet socialist 
culture. 


Jn the basis of this practical experience ard a deep anaivsis of it, S. Sherrulhame- 
“Ov states and solves a nurber of complex theoretical questions relating to the de- 
veloorent of the whole multinational socialist culture. ‘Sucl. a close connection 
between the practical and tneoretical sides of the study constitutes an undoubted 
merit of the book. 


Among the theoretical questions considered in the book, the problem of the con-ent 
and form of culture is of indisputable interest. As ve know, there exists in Sovi- 
et philosopi:ical literature varied understardine of a number of questions prirarily 
relating to the national form of culture. S. Shermukhamedov devotes a ereat deal 

of attention to an analysis of these elements. In the first place, the author er- 
phasizes the role of laneuace as one of the rost important corponents of the nation- 
al form of culture, outside of which it could not exist or deveiop. The concept of 
national form of culture, in the opinion of the author, in addition to such of its 
elements as language, special features of national character and life, also includes 
national traditions expressed in different forms of art, specific features of the 
methods of creatins artistic images in literature, unique character of architecture 
and fine art, musical instruments, national melodies and the like. Thus we mean by 
national form of culture "the specific character to be found in historically formed 
special features of language, character, mode of life and traditions of literature 
and art" (p 71). 








The designation of the elements of national form of culture is necessary to the 
author for disclosine the dialectics of form and content. It consists primarily 

of the fact that socialist content determines the nature of national form of cul- 
ture and character of changes of its components. Examining each of them in detail, 
the author shows the tremendous chanpes in the national lancuages of the peoples of 
Central Asia and Kazakhstan, in the national character, features of life and the 
like (see pp 82-88). Language stands out as a most important element of the ra- 
tional form of culture. Under the conditions of mature socialism, with the exict- 
ence of a new historical community of people--the Soviet people--the development of 
national languages takes place on the basis of their mutual enrichment. In this 
connection, the author especially emphasizes the favorable influence of the Russian 
language on the development of the other national languages and enrichment of their 
word stock. Changes in the elements of the national form of culture, as convincineg- 
ly shown in the book occur in the course of struggle between the new and old, over- 
comings vestiges of the past. A disdainful attitude toward traditions and customs 
of other peoples is disappearing into the past. Their place is firmly occupied by 
the feeling of friendship and fraternity, mutual trust and respect, love for the 
socialist Motherland and fidelity to the ideals of communism. All this attests to 
an undeviating process of drawing closer the elements of the national form of 
culture among tne different nations and nationalities of the USSR. 


The conclusion that in eddition to internationalization of content, there takes 
place the process of internationalization »f form of culture is methodologically 
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important in this connection. This does not mean a disappearance of the national 
form of culture; quite the contrary, it means its strengthening and development on 
a truly international foundation. The author justly sees in this one of the leading 
tendencies in the developrent of national cultures. 


At the same time, there is also emphasized in the book the active role of the na- 
tional form, which serves as a means of expressing the socialist content of culture. 


In addition to the question of content and form, an important place is occupied in 
the book by a theoretical analysis of the various aspects of the process of inter- 
nationalization of the cultures of the peoples of the USSR. First of all, there is 
examined the international basis of Soviet socialist culture and factors are charac- 
terized contributing to its further development. Among these factors, prominence is 
especially given to the nature of socialist society, the existence of a single pol- 
itical party--the Communist Party of the Soviet Union, which undeviatingly implements 
Leninist national policy, the multinational composition of the population of our 
country and other factors (see pp 77-80). 





Internationalization finds its concrete manifestation in the development, drawing 
together and mutual enrichment of socialist national cultures. The investigation 
of the dialectics of these categories, retlecting the process of development of 
interaction of national cultures in the course of building socialism, constitutes, 
in our view, one of the most substantive aspects of the reviewed book. llere atten- 
tion is drawn to systematically putting into practice the principle of historical 
method. S. Shermukhamedov notes that interaction of national cultures took place 
even under capitalism. sAut only under socialism has the interaction of national 
cultures been displayed in full degree, reflecting in this connection the various 
degrees of maturity of the new society. In the initial period of formation of the 
USSR, interaction of national cultures was in the form of an influences which was 
expressed in the form of aid from the more developed nations, first of all the Rus- 
sian nation , in the establishment of national cultures. With the growth of social~ 
ism, in the course of which a single multinational culture was being formed, the 
process of interaction of national cultures was rasied to a higher level and was ex- 
pressed primarily in the form of mutual intluence. The author particularly empha- 
sizes such traits of mitual influence as the turning of one national culture to the 
values of another, the measure of its inclusion in the arsenal of its own values. 
With the building of developed socialism and with the appearance of a new community 
--the Soviet people, there arises the most mature form of interaction of the nation- 
al cultures of the peoples of the USSR——-mutual enrichment. Its manifestations are 
most diverse: improvement of the arsenal of descriptive means, creative assimila- 
tion of new content and forms, the attraction of the workers of certain cultures to 
the subject matter of other cultures and the intellectual, esthetic and increased enrich- 
ment of national cultures and all socialist culture as a whole. 





The mutual influencing and mutual enrichment of the national cultures of the peoples 
of the USSR under present-day conditions attest: to both growth of each national 
culture as a component part of the single multinational Soviet culture and to the 
process of their drawing closer together. In an elucidation of this question, the 
author makes some very interesting comments. These factors should be all the more 
noted because the actual question has been comparatively little studied and because 
various different points of view exist in the understanding of the dialectical wity 
of development and drawinr closer. On critically analyzing them, S. Shermukhamedov 
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proposes his own solution to the question, emphasizing first of all that the prowth 
and drawing closer of national cultures have to be considered as a mobile, chanring 
unity (see pp 89-119). In showing the many-sidedness of the process of drawing 
closer togetiier of national culture, the author distinguishes the following aspects: 
"(1) drawing closer together as a process; (2) as its definite direction; (3) as a 
certain result; (4) as a vertain relation among sational cultures" (p 92). 


The growth and draving closer of the national cultures of the peoples of our country 
take place on the basis of Leninist principles of proletarian internationalism. In 
characterizing these principles, the author makes an important conc] sion to the ef- 
fect that “voluntary and ell-round drawing closer of national cultures on the basis 
of the principle of proletarian internationalism constitute a new historical regul- 
arity brought about by a new type of national relations” (p 193). 


Of undoubted interest also are the ideas of the author on the relation of objective 
conditions and the subjective factor in the process of development of national cul- 
tures. It is justly noted in the book that Marxist-Leninist theory on the relation 
of objective conditions and the subjective factor serves as a most important method- 
Ological basis in the study of mutual influence and mitual enrichment of national 
cultures (see p 186). 


(naracterizing the growth of the role of the subiective factor, the author consist- 
ently develops the thought that the subjective factor finds its concentrated expres- 
sion in the many-sided activity of the CPSU. Soctalist internationalization , car- 
ried out under the guidance of the Communist Party, is one of the decisive condi- 
tions in the formation of the culture of the future communist society. 


It can be said in conclusion that S. Shermukhamedov has written am interesting and 
substantive book. It constitutes the summation of a certain stage of study of the 
questions of de velopment of socialist culture and undoubtedly makes a definite con- 
tribution to the elucidation of important questions of Marxist-Leninist theory of 
culture.
